GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


Hore, Braprorp, Boston, Mass., April 11, 1939. 


Pursuant to General Orders from Department Headquarters, out of a tota 
enrollment of 81, but 14 comrades gathered to carry out the details and functions 
of the Seventy-Third Annual Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts. 

The Department Commander, Joseph F. Stoddard, seriously ill, was unable to 
be present. The other officers of the Department and the official staff were not 
escorted to the platform, as in former years, but were present in their places at the 
opening of the proceedings. 

The Encampment was opened by Assistant Adjutant-General George W. Green.

ADDRESS OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER JOSEPH F. STODDARD 


CoMRADES :— 


A most cordial and fraternal greeting I extend to you now assembled at the 
Seventy-Third Annual Encampment of our Department. I fully realize the 
responsibilities resting upon me and shall endeavor to preside over this convention 
to the best of my ability. 

As we meet here face to face with our hearts beating as one, may we bow our 
heads to the Great Giver of all things, to whom we are indebted for the preservation 
of our lives and for the opportunity to again gather in our annual reunion, where 
we may transact the necessary business of our organization and be permitted to 
give an occasional thought of those dear comrades who have been with us in the 
past and have now gone to the Grand Camping Ground beyond. 

When you elected me your Department Commander one year ago, I pledged 
to do the very best I could to uphold the principles of our organization, and what 
I have lacked in ability, I have tried to make up in zeal and earnestness. If I 
have succeeded in this I shall lay down the gavel with a feeling of satisfaction. 


MEMBERSHIP 

Our membership by last report was 132. Today we have only 89 members. 
Twelve posts have surrendered their charters; we have now 54 posts. But notwith- 
standing the fearful inroad death is making upon the ranks of our membership, 
we who are living have a great deal to be thankful for, it is simply wonderful that 
73 years after the close of the great Civil War there should be so many veterans 
still surviving. 

One thing I am certain of and that is that the character of the Grand Army 
never stood higher than it does at the present time, being more generally recognized 
today than ever before. 


FINANCES 
The finances of the Department are at a low ebb, but with the assistance 
rendered by the State and the help which the various organizations contribute 
I trust we shall be able to carry on. 


Memoria Day 

We have observed this day ever since our beloved General John A. Logan, 
Commander-in-Chief instituted it in 1868. The Grand Army of the Republic has 
given to the world the highest proof of its loyalty to the memory of its comrades 
who sleep in hallowed graves, and its devotion to the cause they loved so well in 
the sacred establishment of the solemn and impressive services of Memorial Day. 
It is the Veterans’ Sabbath Day. 

Future generations will not weep over the graves of men who fought in the 
Civil War and saved the Union. They will hang garlands of remembrance and 
speak words of honor, of reverence, of admiration, and they will preserve the 
day as the most sacred in the Calendar. 


In MEMORIAM 
During the last year many of our true and loyal comrades have answered the 
last roll call and have been mustered into that vast Heavenly Army. 
Comrade William H. Wormstead, Judge Advocate, died in office August 16, 
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1938, aged 94 years. He enlisted in Co. C. 32 Mass. Infantry, August 15, 1862, 
and reenlisted January 1, 1864; was wounded at Petersburg, Virginia, and dis- 
charged for wounds January 26, 1865. Comrade Wormstead left Massachusetts 
to make his home in Kansas City, Missouri, where in 1916 he was elected Senior 
Vice Commander-in-Chief from that state. Years later he transferred back to 
his former post in Marblehead. Through his death this Department has lost one 
of its best, a fluent speaker, a good friend and comrade. 

Comrade Edwin H. Lincoln, Quartermaster General, died in office October 15, 
1938, aged 91 years. He enlisted September 10, 1863, as a Drummer Boy in Co. E, 
5 Mass. Infantry; was elected Department Commander in 1932. 

In 1933 he was elected Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief; and in January, 1934, 
he succeeded to the office of Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief on the death of 
Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief Thomas H. Peacock. 

A good soldier and worthy citizen has passed to his reward. Lights are out. 
Taps have sounded. The comrades sleep. 


County ASSOCIATIONS 


One of the most interesting duties, which, as Department Commander, I have 
been permitted to enjoy, has been attendance at some of the meetings of these 
County Associations. At the present time of the Grand Army when so many 
posts are surrendering their charters, I have found that the Woman’s Relief Corps 
and Daughters of Union Veterans are playing a large part in continuing this work. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


The Seventy-Second National Encampment held at Des Moines was most 
successful. It was an inspiring sight to see five comrades march in the parade 
while two comrades were obliged to ride, and how my heart swells with pride at 
the remembrance of that occasion. 

Massachusetts was represented by seven men and was given a splendid ovation 
along the entire line of march, erect and soldierly despite their great age each com- 
rade did his best. I was justly proud of being Commander of such men. To each 
and every participant I extend every good wish of my heart. 

The Department of Massachusetts has not yet broken ranks, and will march 
on forever until we stop marching and meet the great Commander of us all at the 
end of the road. 


Woman’s RELIEF Corps 


This year we have had for a leader that loyal patriotic woman Mrs. Mabel G. 
Lambert, daughter of a veteran who with her corps of ever-ready, willing workers 
has kept a watchful eye on all comrades their wives and widows. 

I desire especially to mention the good work of placing flags in the churches 
and schools of our State. 


LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 


The mission of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, most sacred in 
character and far-reaching in its results, is to instill into the minds and hearts of 
the rising generation love of country. 

The history of the Republic will not be written in truth unless it shall tell of 
the devotion of the mothers, wives and daughters of the men who left their homes 
and went out to battle for their country. 

Mrs. A. Ruth Taylor has carried on this work faithfully and well this year. 


Sons oF UNION VETERANS OF THE CIVIL WAR 


Good work has been done during this past administration under the leadership 
of Parker B. Chandler, but there is no reason why the organization, at least, should 
not double its membership. There are a great many middle-aged and young men 
who are eligible for membership in the Sons of Veterans who have never joined the 
organization. 

Many years ago the National Encampment designated the Sons of Union 
Veterans the official escort of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
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DAUGHTERS OF UNION VETERANS OF THE CiviL WAR 


Among the allied organizations affiliated with the Grand Army of the Republic 
the Daughters of Veterans are, like the Sons of Veterans, our children, not only 
children of the living today, but some of them children of those who on battlefield, 
in hospital, and prison pen went down to death among the Nation’s heroes.

Your attention is called to this band of patriotic women who are in touch with 
the principles of our order, they are the allies of the Sons of Veterans and are 
assisting that body in their good work for the Grand Army of the Republic.

I extend to them 
my heartfelt thanks for their many courtesies and help. May happiness and 
success attend them.

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, it gives me great pleasure to 
present the name of Comrade Faunce for Senior Vice-Commander. Let me say 
that our Senior Vice-Commander, Comrade Page, is seriously ill and has sent word 
he did not want to be elected to any office as he would not be able to fill it, and for 
that reason I present the name of Comrade Faunce for Senior Vice-Commander.

Acting Commander Miles: You have heard the motion, which has been seconded. 
I hold in my hand a ballot bearing the name of William F. Dodge, who has been 
elected Junior Vice-Commander for the ensuing year, and I declare him elected. 

Junior Vice-Commander-Elect Dodge: Commander, I never expected to get 
this position when I came up here but here I am, and I am all right except for my 
legs. I have poor legs and probably will not be able to attend many receptions. 

But I thank you, and assure you that 
I will do all that is in my power to make this Department a success. 

Acting Commander Miles: Nominations for Chaplain are now in order. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, I don’t think there is any 
objection to our Chaplain at the present time. I don’t think we have a better man, 
really, that we would want than our good Comrade Biddle as Chaplain for the 
ensuing year, and it certainly gives me great pleasure to nominate him for Chaplin 
for the ensuing year. 

Comrade Gay: I second the motion. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: If there is no objection I will move that the 
Secretary cast one ballot in the name of Comrade Biddle for Chaplain for the 
ensuing year. 

Acting Commander Miles: I hold the ballot in my hand and Comrade Biddle is 
elected as Chaplain for one year. 

Next in order are nominations for Medical Director. 
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Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, I do not want to be making 
all of the motions, but if there is no objection I will be glad to make the motion 
that the Secretary cast one ballot for the name of Comrade George N. Alden as 
Medical Director for the ensuing year. 


Acting Commander Miles: Comrade Alden has been elected Medical Director 
for the ensuing year, and’I declare him duly elected. 


Comrade Faunce: Commander, I think it would be a nice thing at this time that 
a letter of sympathy be sent to each of the shut-ins on the list. Our Junior Vice- 
Commander Page is under the weather, and our Commander, of course, is in the 
hospital, and I think it would be good policy, no more than right that we should 
recognize it by a letter of sympathy. 

Comrade Biddle: I second the motion. 


Secretary Phinney: That will include Comrade Robinson, Comrade Stoddard, 
Comrade Foster, and Comrade Page—that letters of good cheer be sent to them 
from this Encampment. 


Acting Commander Miles: All those in favor of that will signify in the usual 
manner, and it is carried, and messages of good cheer be sent to the comrades. 


Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, I want to say to the comrades 
present that our Commander-in-Chief is not going to be with us on this occasion. 
We learned that he had appointed the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Union 
Veterans to take his place. We regret very much that he could not come, but it 
seems to me that he should have delegated some Civil War Veteran to take his 
place instead of appointing one of the Sons of Union Veterans. It isn’t but that 
we are glad to honor that Son, but it seems as though there might have been some- 
body in the Grand Army that could have taken his place and that he might have 
sent a representative of the Grand Army to Massachusetts. 


Comrade Gay: Mr. Commander, in regard to the choosing by the Commander- 
in-Chief of the representative of the Sons of Union Veterans to appear before our 
organization, I think myself it would have been a nice thing to do to have sent 
some member of the Grand Army of the Republic to represent the Commander- 
in-Chief. While we recognize that the Sons of Veterans have been very generous 
to our organization, yet it seems to me it would be more fitting if we could have 
some member of our own organization to represent the Commander-in-Chief. 


Comrade Biddle: Mr. Commander, I think, so that the wrong impression won’t 
go out, I think we should make the record show that it was an oversight on the 
part of the Commander-in-Chief, although I agree with Comrade Gay. 

Acting Commander Miles: I will say that I think that Comrade Gay should 
be the one to install us in office, and if there is no objection to that, I will appoint 
Comrade Gay to install the officers elected today. That will be done later in the day. 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrade Bronson, don’t you want to speak to us? 

Comrade Bronson: Oh. Well, I wish I could give you a good talk but I am not 
a speechmaker, but I could say to you I am pleased to see so many of the comrades 
here today. Our ranks are fast thinning but we have the same spirit we had in 
’61, haven’t we, boys? [Exclamations of assent.] We are going to stick to it, we 
are going to hold together the Grand Army of the Republic; and although we were 
not called upon to surrender in ’61-’65, soon that Great General will demand our 
surrender, and we will have to say, “Here, take me along.” 

This past year and year before, when I was Department Commander, I became 
acquainted with a great many of the comrades and the auxiliaries, and we are 
very fortunate now to have our worthy Secretary, our Mrs. Phinney, with us. 
I don’t know what we would do without her. I know she is standing by us today 
and she is going to stand by us until the last man is laid away. One-third of our 
comrades passed away during the past year but we hope there will be less this 
year—but we don’t know. Weareready. We are ready to go whenever the bugle 
calls, and we will bid adieu to this grand country. 

It is shocking to read what they are doing in Europe. Those dictators—I wish 
they could be placed in the front ranks of the army and be made to take a private’s 
place—those that bring on war. I hope and pray that our nation will keep out of 
it but I don’t know. Some think that we can’t and some think that we can. Time 
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will tell. We don’t want war. It takes off the youth of our country, young men, 
the men who would soon take the places of our officers. They go down and are lost. 


I thank you for the privilege of speaking, and I wish for the coming administra- 
tion under our very able Commander a most successful year. And I want our 
Medical Director to take care of the boys, and I am sure he will during the coming 
year. [Applause.] 

Comrade Biddle: Commander, I feel it would be appropriate for me just to 
make a few remarks in reference to the honors which have been conferred upon 
me in electing me Chaplain. I appreciate that very highly because it shows us 
that there is a real sense of comradeship in the Grand Army regardless of color. 
I have been very fortunate with the Grand Army. I was on General Merrill’s 
staff 30 or 40 years ago, and then this Department has had a colored man as its 
Commander. 


I do not want to reflect on the church but I have been attending ministers’ 
meetings for 60 years, and I wish to say that I have never enjoyed myself any 
better than when attending a meeting of the Grand Army. You are all splendid 
to me, and if I get to Heaven and did not see my comrades there I think I would 
be uneasy. I would be happy in Heaven if by looking around I could see my 
comrades there. I would say, ‘‘Lord, there isn’t any better place than this.” 
May God bless the Grand Army! 


I had a good time down at Gettysburg. I would just like to take this oppor- 
tunity to say that while the color line was drawn elsewhere, that there in Gettys- 
burg as organized and arranged by the Government of the United States and the 
State of Pennsylvania there was no color line drawn. This good man that is here 
was my companion down there, and there was a white boy there who went along 
on the other side of me, and those people didn’t know what to make of it. I heard 
someone say, ‘‘He’s a white fellow.”” So he was—but he was there. But then 
there was no feeling. I remember I went out to the stonewall where the great 
battle was fought, and it so happened—TI guess it was the Lord’s order—that I 
was the only colored man that was there in the company of about ten Confederates, 
and when I looked at this man I didn’t like his face at first but I said, “Well, 
I’m going to greet him and if he doesn’t like it it’s all right.’ But before I could 
offer him my hand or made a motion to shake his, he threw out his hand and he 
said, ‘“‘You tried to kill me, and I tried to kill you, but thank God!”’ he said, “we 
have met as friends today.’’ Wasn’t that a beautiful statement? 

And so I am happy to be here today. I am always happy in your midst. I am 
thankful for the cooperation and for the service which you have rendered me. 
I am happier in your midst than anywhere else, and I must try to return it all in 
service. God bless you all. 

Comrade Julius Fitts: I am glad to be with you once more. It has been three 
years since I have had the pleasure of visiting you. I spent most of the time in 
the South the last three years, and I hope to be there again this coming winter. 
I am very glad to be with you indeed. 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrade Staples, would you like to say something? 

Comrade Charles L. Staples: Commander, I am not a speechmaker but I am 
glad to have you call on me and I thank you. I am glad I lived through this 
winter and to see you once more. I was over in Chelsea—you know that, and I 
feel a great deal better than I did before. I am awfully sorry about Comrade 
Stoddard. I guess you all are. And I don’t think there is anything more to say. 
I just thank you. 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrade Alden from New Bedford, Post 190. 

Comrade George N. Alden: Mr. Commander and Comrades, I am not much of 
a speaker. I came here today hoping that Comrade Storey would be here from the 
Beverly Post. I don’t know him. I wouldn’t know him if I saw him. But is he 
here, Mrs. Phinney? 

Secretary Phinney: No. 

Comrade Alden: Well, I was interested very much in seeing him for after the 
meeting at Gettysburg a daughter, Mrs. Fletcher, who lives in Fairhaven, across 
the river from New Bedford, knew I was in the Grand Army, and she took pains 
to come across and tell me of the very good time they had at Gettysburg. She 
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said her father is residing in Winchester with a married daughter, and this par- 
ticular daughter lives in Fairhaven. She said that she was up there in Winchester 
one day and he said something about going to Gettysburg. Well, she said to him, 
“Do you really want to go?”’ Well, he said he thought he would like to, and so 
they planned for the daughter that he lives with to have the car for him and the 
other people would do the driving. So they went by automobile. They had a 
very nice trip there, and when they got there, there were the Scouts, lots of them, 
and they all came to help them and do what they could for them. They were very 
‘ pleasantly situated. She told us all about the plan that was laid out, the tents, 
and the long plank walk where they could go out, and the meeting with the Con- 
federates was very nice indeed. They had a grand time, and she made a sort of 
scrapbook which she left with me to look over. She had spent her time clipping 
the newspapers and got all the information she could about it, and it was very 
interesting to read. Therefore, I have been very much interested in Comrade 
Storey, and I was in hopes’ he might be here today. 

I am the last Civil War veteran Jeft in New Bedford but I have one comrade 
who lives about twelve or thiteen niles out of the city. He is crippled and can’t 
get around. I go out theré’to seezhim every week or two. He is very lonesome. 
He has a housekeeper ano ier husband, and he has good care as far as that goes, 
and he will be 97 years of age thé 23d day of July. I was up there to see him last 
Sunday and found he had had,a bad fall. He was in bed but I understand now they 
have gotten him up so he sits up in ‘the chair. When he left the Army I thought he 
was going home to die. He was, in terrible shape, hardly able to get around, but 
living on a farm and having: an outcvor life he has reached to this great age, and I 
am in hopes we will get another teveption out there, on the 23d of July. I shall be 
94 the 10th of July. e592 

They have formed in New. Bed! ord a Post and given it my name, Post 20 of the 
United American Veterans, of the; United States of America. It takes in men 
that are serving in the Ntional. Guard, our State Guard or that served in the 
Army or Navy not in time of war, Sdme of our comrades came up to Charlestown 
expecting that they were going to initiate Comrade Stoddard in that Post, but he 
never was able to get around to take the obligation. He was sick at the time that 
they met and expected to initiate him. They are forming a Post of the same kind 
in Fall River now and expcct°to have an initiation soon. It seems to be going all 
around but the Post in New Bedford I think has the largest membership of any of 
them. They have made mean honorary member. 

I am glad I can meet with you here today. The past year we had, I remember, 
twenty-two comrades here. Today you have how many? 

Secretary Phinney: Fourteen. 

Comrade Alden: Fourteen. Well, I am glad I could be with you. [Applause.] 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Comrades, it affords me great pleasure at 
this time to present to you Brother Kirchgassner. No doubt you all know him. 
He is a Past Commander-in-Chief of Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
and he came here at this time to announce to you the time of the luncheon he has 
ordered for us. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Frank L. Kirchgassner: Comrades, I see you are a 
bit ahead of your schedule, and we are behind our schedule. We sort of figured 
with the schedule you had and with getting up late that you wouldn’t want your 
lunch until half past 12 or 1 o’clock. Now, if you are willing to accept the hospi- 
tality of some of the Sons, we will be able to come up here about half past 12 and 
have lunch with you as our guests. Will that be agreeable, or would you want it 
sooner? 

Secretary Phinney: Twelve o’clock. 

Mr. Kirchgassner: Then at twelve o’clock! You stay right here and the manage- 
ment will set up tables so you won’t have to leave the room, and we will have our 
brothers up here to eat with you and have you as our guests. [Applause.| 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Comrades, there is a photographer here that 
wants to take the comrades in a group, so when we adjourn there will be time 
before lunch for you to gather and have your picture taken. 
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Comrade Gay: Commander, I would like to say just a word, and that is this. 
This has to do with the Committee on the Commander’s Address. I would like 
to have the members of that Committee meet with me somewhere in a corner and 
we will talk the matter over as soon as this meeting adjourns. 

Secretary Phinney: The committee is Comrade Faunce, Comrade Dodge, and 
Comrade Gay. 


Comrade Gay: You all understood it? All those that have been appointed to 
the Committee on the Commander’s Address, if you will meet with me right back 
here in this corner after we adjourn. 


Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Comrades, I want to introduce to you 
Brother Worthington, who has charge—I don’t know whether he has charge of 
Comrade Biddle or Comrade Biddle has charge of httn—but they are very close 
friends, and I want to say that he is here this morning to tell you a little story of 
something that he has under way, and I think he witl be glad to speak to you. 

Mr. George Worthington: Commander, Mrs. Phinney, officers of the State 
Department, and comrades :— 

I came up here because I have been very ritich interested in your organization. 
I have tried to cooperate with you in all ways. As to’ what the comrade just said, 
the organization of the United American Veterans has-been formed, I understand, 
down in New Bedford, and he is a member of that same organization, and he spoke 
of Comrade Stoddard being installed in Post 11 in Charlestown, which unfortu- 
nately had to be postponed on account of his’sickriess. This is one organization 
which we have decided to make consisting rot-only-5t-comrades who served in a 
war but peacetime comrades. We want to include‘all, and we have plans for the 
United States. We think that this organization that we are starting now which is 
in its infancy will be as you were in the past, one of ‘tke future. 

But my visit here today is to tell you that‘this motion picture was made of the 
Union Army reunion with the Confederate Aimy inGettysburg last July, which 
some of you attended. The United States Government made the motion picture 
of that Encampment and reunion, and I, through Mrs. Phinney, found out where 
I could get that moving picture from the United’ States Department of Motion 
Pictures, and I got an option on that picture for the State of Massachusetts. Now 
that moving picture will be shown in the Huntington Chambers on the 28th of 
this month, and I am going to give you all tickets ‘for you to attend that evening 
with your folks. You will be the guests of the evenimg, the 28th of April. I am 
going to give you complimentary tickets and I may have to get more because I 
find there are more here than I thought would be here, but I will see that you get 
them, those that are short. I want you all to come because it is for you that I 
have obtained this picture. Those of you who could not go to Des Moines, Iowa, 
to see the picture which was shown there will be shown it here. Of course you all 
know this is not a fictitious motion picture. It is one made by the United States 
Government, and I have got it so that it will benefit those that could not go to 
Gettysburg, ‘and for those who could not go to Des Moines and see it, it will be 
shown here that night. 

Acting Commander Miles: I thank you. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I think it was very kind of Brother Worthing- 
ton, and I think it is a good suggestion for the comrades to give him a hand. 
[Applause. ] 

Mr. Worthington: One thing more. I want to tell you that your tickets will 
admit as many as you want to bring, so don’t think it means one because you have 
only one ticket. 

Acting Commander Miles: Does anybody make a motion to adjourn? 

Comrade Fitts: I move we adjourn to 1 o’clock. 

Acting Commander Miles. All those in favor will signify in the usual manner, 
and it is a vote. 

[Recess from 11.15 a.m. to 1 p.m.] 





The 14 comrades present at the Encampment were the guests at lunch of a 
group of Sons of Veterans. Grace was said by Chaplain Biddle, and after a most 
pleasant luncheon, Comrade Bronson proposed three cheers and a tiger in honor 
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of the complimentary luncheon which was given with a surprising vim. The Sons 
present then sang “Hail, Massachusetts,” to which the comrades, led by Comrade 
Faunce, responded with ‘‘We are the Boys.” 





Comrade Gay: Gentlemen, I want to thank you from the bottom of my heart 
for the splendid tribute you have paid to us today. We of the Grand Army of the 
Republic are fully aware of the fact that we are in the sunset of life but nevertheless 
the sun shines just as brightly this morning, and we had a beautiful sunrise. I 
appreciate the work that you have done for the Grand Army of the Republic. 
I know something of it. But it has not been talk; it has been action. The-great 
trouble with humanity is simply this, as a rule: a whole lot of talk but very little 
action; and in any event to my way of thinking it is action that really counts, 
and you have proved by your action that you have been most loyal to the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Gentlemen, I thank you. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I want to say that Comrade Gay has voiced 
the sentiments of all present. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Acting Commander Miles: Please come to order. Is the Committee on Com- 
mander’s Address ready to report? 

Comrade Gay: Mr. Commander, as Chairman of the Committee on Commander’s 
Address, I am ready to address you. The report of the Department Commander 
is a fine specimen, a finished piece of work, touching every point and question 
affecting our organization. It gives evidence of deep study on his part and makes 
a valuable report to present to us. 

Now, Mr. Commander, I move, sir, that we accept this report in its entirety. 

Comrade Bronson: I second it. 

Acting Commander Miles: It has been moved and seconded that this report 
be accepted. All those in favor will signify in the usual manner, and it is a vote. 

Next, election of delegates and alternates to the National Convention. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Comrades, for delegates to the National 
Encampment—Delegate at Large: Charles F. Staples; alternate at large, James 8S. 
Mitchell. Representatives, Samuel Snow and Gilbert Streeter, alternates, William 
Henry Burns and Dennis Driscoll. 

Acting Commander Miles: Are you ready to accept this report? 

Comrade Fletcher: I so move. 

Acting Commander Miles: It is moved and seconded that we accept this report’ 
Those in favor will say Aye, and I declare them to be elected. 

Secretary Phinney: Comrade Bronson, you have the report of the Council of 
Administration. Do you want me to read it for you? 

Comrade Bronson: If you will. 

Secretary Phinney: For the Council of Administration: John E. Bronson, 
George A. Gay, James S. Mitchell, Prince A. Phinney, and Dudley L. Page. 

Acting Commander Miles: Are you willing to accept these as members of the 
Council? Those in favor will signify in the usual manner, and I declare them 
elected. 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, worthy Secretary, and comrades of the De- 
partment of Massachusetts, there is something I would like to bring forth before 
this meeting which I think will interest you as it does me,—it is in regard to our 
Headquarters. We know we cannot exist but a very short time, perhaps two or 
three or four years. We are hoping for longer. But I want to speak with regard 
to the property belonging to the Department in our Headquarters. We don’t 
want the property up there, especially the records of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Department of Massachusetts, to be thrown into the wastebasket which 
they probably will be unless we look out for them. The worthy Secretary knows 
what the property is. And I would move you Commander, that a committee be 
appointed to make some disposition of this property when we are through with it. 
Our worthy Sons, it seems to me, and Daughters are the ones to look out for the 
place of memorial for this property. I am sure they will love to have kept together 
this valuable information in some place where it can be kept as a memorial. It 
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seems to me that those records should be placed in bound volumes so that they will 
not be destroyed. The Secretary knows about them and has a file way back to 
the beginning of the Grand Army of the Republic in Massachusetts. It should be 
preserved for coming generations to see what the old vets of the Civil War went 
through. I would make a motion that a committee of three be appointed, making 
our worthy Secretary the head of the committee and perhaps appointing a Son of 
a Veteran and a Daughter of a Veteran to meet together and see what disposition 
they may make of this property. I make that as a motion. 


Secretary Phinney: Commander, before you put that as a motion, may I say 
that the records of the Grand Army have been taken care of, the records of every 
Post from the time the Post was organized, are at Headquarters in the State House 
right in numerical order. Those records when the Grand Army is gone will be 
placed in the archives of the State House where they will be free to people to refer 
to for records as they have done in earlier wars than ours. 


Now, as to the other property of the Grand Army, there is very little property in 
Headquarters that belongs to the Grand Army. All the tables, desks, bookcases 
and chairs are the property of the State. The only things that are the property 
of the Grand Army are the flag case, the flags, that bookcase that is in the inner 
office, the clock on the mantelpiece, and the pictures, of course, that are on the wall. 
And if you will notice, all of the furniture is of the same make which was furnished 
entirely by the State. 


Comrade Gay: Mr. Commander, I want to say just a word. Of course I appre- 
ciate the remarks of Comrade Bronson. Of course he makes them out of the full- 
ness of his heart. But it appears he was just a little mistaken concerning those 
records. And being a Past Department Commander in times gone past 1 know 
that what Mrs. Phinney has said about those records is true. They will be taken 
care of when we get through with them. So really, Comrade Bronson, I can’t 
see why we should pass that motion because I think it is unnecessary. 


Secretary Phinney: Comrades, let me say that the members of the Council of 
Administration will remember—I will get the record and read it to you—that 
there was a motion made that we destroy all of the old books and papers that were 
not of any value. It says right here, ‘‘After much discussion regarding papers, 
books, reports, etc., which were of no value, a motion was made by Comrade 
Bronson and seconded that the Assistant Adjutant-General and the Secretary weed 
out and dispose of such as they thought necessary.” 

Comrade Gay: Right. 


Secretary Phinney: And may I say, Comrades, that work has been done. All 
the General Orders from, we will say, 1868 up to the present time, and old National 
Orders, have been destroyed. They have been destroyed for the reason that we 
have every National Journal, also every Department Journal from the beginning 
of this Department, and in the back of all those Journals are the General Orders. 
So there was no necessity for keeping box after box of the old General Orders when 
we have them all nicely compiled in the backs of all the Journals as the years 
went on. Everything that is of any value has been carefully taken care of, and, 
as for the records from the institution of a Post up to the present time, there isn’t 
a Post in the Department but that I could go to those records, and tell you where 
every man enlisted, what regiment he served in, where he was born, how long he 
served. Those records are all in boxes in the stockroom and all tied up in rotation. 
I think everything really has been taken care of as far as it can be up to this time. 


Comrade Bronson: As your Secretary said, I did not understand about the 
disposition of the records. But that does not dispose of your property, those flags 
and the cases they belong in, and those pictures of our Past Department Com- 
manders should have a place somewhere where they would be stored as a memorial 
to the Department of Massachusetts of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Comrade Gay: They already have a place, Comrade Bronson. 

Comrade Bronson: Where? 

Comrade Gay: In your State House. 

Comrade Bronson: All of the property? 

Comrade Gay: Surely. 
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Comrade Bronson: The flags and all those pictures, perhaps the Sons would like 
them. 


Secretary Phinney: Comrade Bronson, excuse me but don’t you think that as 
time goes on there will be a way provided to take care of those pictures? The 
records are already taken care of. They will be placed in the archives the same as 
the records of the War of 1812. We have the right to go there at any time to look 
up records. There are the pictures of Past Department Commanders, the flag 
cases, that is all we are entitled to. 


Comrade Gay: Commander, I apologize for talking again—but take your De- 
partment Commanders’ pictures that are hanging on the wall today. All those 
Department Commanders have relatives somewhere. Well now, wouldn’t it be 
a good idea, if those relatives desired the picture of their Department Commander, 
that it be returned to them if they wanted it? I know as far as my own picture is 
concerned that I have relatives that would really be glad to have my picture— 
not because of its beauty or anything but as a memorial, that is all. 


Secretary Phinney: I think I heard Brother Kirchgassner say possibly those 
pictures, when the Grand Army ceases to function, might find a good resting place 
in the Loyal Legion. 


Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I think Comrade Bronson in one sense is 
right in wanting to make some arrangement for the disposition of those pictures 
while the Grand Army is in existence. If they wait until they are all gone they 
won’t have anything to say about it at all, and it seems to me it would be well to 
look into the matter and give some consideration and find out what is going to 
become of those pictures when the Grand Army is gone,—whether they are going 
to be thrown in the wastebasket, the way many things are done, and disposed of 
in that way, or whether they are going to be taken care of by anybody. My picture 
isn’t much to look at so I am not fussy, and if anybody wants to look at me I am 
only too glad to accommodate them, but I would be glad to have my picture back 
home. There will be some that nobody wants but there are others that would be 
desirous of having the pictures. They are pretty old, the frames and all, but 
possibly some would care to have them, and I think this would be a satisfaction 
to the Grand Army to know what is going to become of them. 

Comrade Gay: That is my thought. But here is what I would like to say. I 
wanted to be sure that in case my relatives wanted my picture they could have it 
because of the experience I had in getting pictures over at the library. Not so 
long ago after we gave up our Post—of course I am the only surviving member of 
my Post—everything was under my jurisdiction as long as I lived. Well, Comrade 
Merrill, who was Commander of our Post 195, passed on, and I tried a long while to 
find out where our charter was. I couldn’t get in touch with the charter at all. 
Nobody seemed to know where it was. Well, as I looked at it, I wasn’t responsible 
for it, really, so it didn’t bother me a lot. But I said, Isn’t it possible that Com- 
mander Merrill had deposited that charter in the library? So I went down there 
and saw the librarian, and I said, “Have you the charter of Thomas A. Parker 
Post 195 in the library here?” She said, “I think we have.” ‘Well,’ I said, “I 
want to see it.”’ 

So we went from one room to another until we went into one room finally and 
right beside the long desk, between the wall and the desk there were several large 
pictures, and it happened to be the first picture that was turned in that was the 
charter of our Post. 

I said, ‘‘Is this what you have done with the charter of this Post? Isn’t it gather- 
ing dust, turned face to on the wall where it should be placed,” and I said, ‘I am 
after that charter, and I am going to have it.” 

“Well,”’ she said, ‘I don’t know whether the library committee would see fit to 
return it.” 

I said, “I'll take the responsibility. I want that property, it belongs to me as 
long as I survive.” 

To cut the story short, I thought then we little know what is done with these 
charters. They are put into libraries and so forth. Nobody ever sees them. They 
are gathering dust and nobody knows where they are. It would naturally be so 
with a picture. If there are those families that value them, they should be returned 
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to the relatives. Nobody else would care for them. You can’t put them where 
you have a mind to. Most of them would be put away and forgotten. I believe 
that is the case. 

_ Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I want to say that there is a law governing 
the disposition of property, that is, property which is subject to being either placed 
in some public library or historical society or returned to Department Head- 
quarters. But now those properties that are returned to Headquarters, what is 
going to become of them when the Grand Army ceases to exist? There is something 
to be taken care of as well as the pictures, as far as I can see. 

Comrade Gay: Comrade, why don’t you do that right now, not wait until the 
last minute? Put them where they belong. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: They are in the Headquarters now; but 
whether we are going to take them out of Headquarters and put them in historical 
societies or public libraries, is the question. 

Comrade Gay: That is the decree that has gone forth. 

Comrade Faunce: Commander, I don’t think it is necessary for those things to 
be left here in Boston. I don’t know why. I think if they went outside, some of 
these outside towns, they could find a memorial building. For instance, we have 
a nice memorial building, Norwood has one, and there are others, and perhaps 
they would find room for the pictures. I have something like 27 or 28 pictures of 
the different Commanders of the Post framed and hung in the hall, together with 
other pictures that were given to me while I was in command, because we had been 
burned out in 1908. These were hanging there. Some were left to me and others 
were given to me, and I had them in the hall all right. I worked there one day and 
I saw no pictures. I said, “Where are all the pictures?” I looked in the storage 
and they were piled up there, one on top of the other and some broken. One of 
them was a picture of the Battle of Gettysburg. Well, I gathered the remnants 
up as far as I could, and when those pictures of the Commanders were left there 
they were left with the understanding that if any of their friends or relatives 
wanted their pictures they were simply loaned. Now they are stacked away in 
the vault again, and they are left there to do with as they have a mind to. And 
perhaps that will be the way with the pictures at Headquarters. 

Acting Commander Miles: About a year ago I had a letter from the Attorney- 
General of the State asking what had been done with the pictures, records, and 
everything else belonging to the Post, and I told him I would hunt them up. I 
went back and found a book about so big which was started when the Post was 
first organized and had about a half a dozen names on it. Nobody knew where it 
was at first but I found it and told him where it was and what I had done with it, 
and the pictures and the charter I told him were put in the memorial hall of Post 
72, and he wrote me back and said, ‘‘You have done the very thing I wanted you 
to do but I will take that record book.”’ So I sent it in to him and he has it. What 
he wanted it for I don’t know, but he has it in the Attorney-General’s office. I 
have tried to live up to the law as best I know how, and if I found anything I 
didn’t know I went to a lawyer who did know and told him what I wanted and he 
gave me that information. 

Secretary Phinney: Don’t you think it would be better that when we have our 
first meeting of the Council of Administration, then the Council members and the 
Commander, Senior and Junior, could talk that over at the State House and get 
an idea of just what is exactly left there? 

Comrade Gay: That would be a good idea. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, I will make the motion that 
this matter be left in the hands of the Council of Administration, with the addition 
of the Commander and Senior and Junior Vice-Commanders, if that is agreeable 
to the comrades present. 

Acting-Commander Miles: Comrade Bronson, do you withdraw your motion? 

Comrade Bronson: I will do it. 

Comrade Gay: I second the motion. 

Acting Commander Miles: All those in favor of that motion please signify in 
the usual manner, contrary minded, and it is carried. 

Secretary Phinney: I have an invitation here from the Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic that tonight they have a reception at the Westminster

Hotel, at 8 o’clock, and all comrades are invited. Also, there is an invitation here 
for the Campfire at the Hotel Statler tomorrow night which the comrades are all 
privileged to attend. 

I wonder if you would like to hear about the National Convention? 

Comrade Gay: Yes. [Secretary Phinney makes statement re National Conven- 
tion.| 

Acting Commander Miles: Is there any further business? If not, we will proceed 
to install the officers, and I appoint Comrade Gay as our Installing Officer for the 
Department today. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I move, Commander, that we proceed to 
the installation of officers. 

Comrade Gay: If the Secretary will read the list of names, you can fall in as 
your names are called. 

Secretary Phinney: Commander Charles A. Miles, Senior Vice-Commander 
Hiram S. Faunce, Junior Vice-Commander William F. Dodge, Chaplain Rev. E. 
George Biddle, Medical Director George N. Alden; Council of Administration, 
John E. Bronson, James 8. Mitchell, Dudley L. Page, George A. Gay, Prince A. 
Phinney; on the Official Staff, Assistant Quartermaster-General, Assistant Adju- 
tant-General George W. Green, Judge Advocate George A. Gay, Inspector James 
N. Fletcher, Chief Mustering Officer Julius Fitts, Patriotic Instructor Dennis 
Driscoll, and Chief of Staff Charles L. Staples. 

Comrade Gay: I think under the circumstances we will dispense with the 
Officer-of-the-Day. I do not think he is required at the present time. 

Well, now, Comrades, if you will raise your right hand and repeat after me, 
pronouncing the word “‘T” and then,your name, upon my word of honor as a man 
and as a member of the Grand Army of the Republic, I solemnly promise to per- 
form faithfully and impartially all of the work devolving upon me. 

That is all. Now, Commander, I will escort you to your office. 

Commander-Elect Miles: As my first task I will appoint Helen A. Phinney as 
Secretary of the Department. 

The comrades of the Greetings Committees will begin their duties which will 
be assigned to them by our Secretary. 

[The first day’s proceedings ended at 2.35 p.m., when adjournment was taken 
to 10 a.m., Wednesday, April 12, 1939.]

Acting Commander Miles: We will open the Convention now. What business 
we have to do we will have all done before the Greetings Committees come in. 
Is there any business to be transacted now? 

Comrade Staples: Commander, I gathered together some money for Depart- 
ment Commander Stoddard, and I think it is not best to carry it over to him be- 
cause he could not take care of it. Perhaps we could leave it with Mrs. Phinney 
and she could see about it, find out whether he could have it or not. I am going 
over to see Comrade Stoddard tomorrow, and I will tell him that I have it and 
ask him what he wants done with it. 

Comrade Gay: The point is this, that while it is none of my affairs still I am in- 
Perpated in knowing just what his financial condition is. What has he got to pay 
in bills? 

Secretary Phinney: He has to pay something there. How much I don’t know. 
This is a gift to him, and it is just a question of what is proper to do with it. 

Comrade Gay: A gift from whom? 

Secretary Phinney: It is a gift from the comrades, just the same as when you 
were Department Commander your comrades gave you a gift. 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrades, we have a delegation at the door, and I 
will ask Comrades Green and Gay to escort them in. 

[The escort retires and soon returns with a delegation.| 
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Comrade Green: Commander, I have the honor and pleasure in presenting to 
you the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans, Comrade William 
L. Anderson. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. I hope you will be here a good many 
times. 

Comrade Gay: Commander, I have the honor to present to you the Aide to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, Elias Sweet. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you as Aide to the Commander-in-Chief. 
We will now listen to Commander-in-Chief Anderson. 

Commander-in-Chief William L. Anderson: I am very glad to meet you all, 
Department Commander Miles and my comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. First of all, I want to read to you a letter that I received last Friday 
night from the office of Commander-in-Chief Rownd of the Grand Army of the 
Republic: 


“Mr. William L. Anderson, 

Commander-in-Chief, Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
40 Robin St., West Roxbury, Mass. 

My dear Commander-in-Chief : 

I am directed by Commander-in-Chief Rownd to express to you his regrets 
at his inability to attend the Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
in Massachusetts, your Department. 

The Commander-in-Chief asks that you extend his greetings to all of the 
organizations in convention in Boston, Massachusetts, and Concord, New 
Hampshire, and his regrets that his health will not permit him to attend. 
He wishes to send his personal greetings and his greetings as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, and to urge his comrades, espe- 
cially, to ‘touch elbows a little closer and carry on.’ He will be most 
grateful to you if you will do this. If you should attend the Rhode Island 
Encampment, extend his greetings there also. 

Sincerely in F., C., and L., 
JostaH C. Reap, 
Adjutant-General.”’ 


I just thought I would read that letter to let you know that I received it, and 
it is dated April 7. 

Now, my comrades of the Grand Army, I am mighty glad to come here this 
morning as the National head of the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War and 
bring to you their greetings. I have been to eighteen State Departments through- 
out this country since January Ist, and I have noticed with regret and a great deal 
of sadness the absence of many of your comrades throughout the country, which 
brings to us the very forcible thought that if our organization, your Sons, is to 
carry on in your behalf we have got to build up the membership of our organization, 
and I have urged that wherever I have gone. I said this. If we are going to carry 
on for the Grand Army of the Republic, my brothers, we have got to support the 
ideas for which they stood, and in order to do this we must have a large member- 
ship, And why do I ask for a large membership, not only in our organization, but 
in all of the allied organizations connected with the Grand Army of the Republic— 
why? Because, my comrades, wherever I have been I have found that communism 
is Increasing into the four corners of every State in our country. 

Comrade Gay: That is right! 

Commander-in-Chief Anderson: You can’t deny it. It is there, and we have to 
fight it, we have got to combat it somehow. You men cannot do it but we expect 
your sons and we expect your daughters and we expect every loyal citizen of this 
country to get behind the things for which you men fought, and in order to do this 
we must build the organization in order to fight any un-American movement that 
is going on in our country today. 

Can you imagine, when I was out in Indianapolis, the committee came to me 
and they said, ‘‘Commander-in-Chief, you want to be careful how you speak here 
today.” 

And I said, ““Why?” 

“Why, this city is a communistic hotbed.” 
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I said, “All right.’”’ So when I spoke I condemned communism and all the isms 
in this country except Americanism, and I condemned any un-American movement 
by these minority groups throughout the country. I saw tie press sitting on the 
side of the hall, and I thought they were taking down all that I said and that is 
why I said it; but in the next morning’s paper there was a little scrip in the corner 
saying, ‘“CThe Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans was visiting in 
the city last night.” I questioned the members of the local committee, and they 
said that the editor of that paper was warned not to put in anything about these 
public spirited citizens who are condemning communism or any of these un-American 
activities in the country today, and “if you do we'll take all of our advertising 
out of your paper, we’ll give you no more advertising.”” And in the biggest dry 
goods house in the City of Indianapolis the personnel manager is a communist 
and he declares himself as such, and he says, ‘‘What of it? I have a right to be 
whatever I want.” 


You know, my comrades, I believe in free speech, and I believe in the right of the 
citizen to the pursuit of happiness, and I believe in anyone having their religion, 
and I believe in all this thing you call freedom, but I have come to the conclusion 
today, as I see it, that we are too free. Look at this condition we have had over in 
New York a short time ago of that German Bund Association. Can you imagine 
that in this country of ours? Don’t you call that being too free? And can you 
tell me that we could go over to Germany and conduct a meeting like that free in 
Germany? Why, we would be up against a stonewall in the morning. But here 
we are free, we are allowed to say this and we are allowed to say that but we have 
got to stop this continuance of these un-American movements here. We havea Con- 
stitution of the United States of America, a Constitution that we can fight for, and 
that is why I am asking our organization to build up its membership. What is this 
communism? What are all theseisms? It is nothing more or less than propaganda 
—that is what it is. How are we going to combat it? Well, we as a patriotic or- 
ganization should combat communistic propaganda with patriotic propaganda. 
The more meetings we can hold, the more lectures we can give, the more publica- 
tions we can put out on the subject of American patriotism, the better it will be for 
us, and we will show these un-American citizens where we stand so that they won’t 
get a foothold in this country. 


The Communistic Party understands where the American Legion is. They know 
the American Legion is against them. They know there are millions of men against 
them, and there are millions of American women too. They know where the Veter- 
rans of Foreign Wars stand because there are thousands upon thousands of those 
veterans and their families that are opposed to them. But they don’t know where 
we stand. They don’t know where the Sons of Union Veterans of the Grand Army 
stand today—why? Because we don’t get up in public and declare ourselves. We 
don’t tell the public where we stand. We don’t tell the public what the Grand 
Army stands for. That is what I have been doing since I have been the head of 
this organization, and I am going to continue so, to stir up other organizations to 
combat communism and see if we can’t fight for the things you fought for over 75 
years ago. That is our purpose. That is what we are supposed to do. Holding 
meetings isn’t anything. We can hold a meeting every night in the week—but 
what is a meeting? It is all right as far as it goes but what we want to do is to get 
out in the open and tell the public where we stand, where the Grand Army stand 
and what they fought for. 


What am I doing to promote this idea? There [producing] is a Certificate of 
Award. It is my own idea. It is to be given to any American in the country who 
performs a meritorious patriotic service to the community where he lives, some 
outstanding patriotic deed, some heroic deed, something worth while in the interest 
of patriotism. If they do that each name will be inscribed on a certificate 
and it will be presented to them in public so as to let the public know where the 
Sons of Union Veterans stand. 


Last night, in our hall two certificates were presented to two boys of Hyde Park 
who jumped into the Neponset River and saved two sisters from drowning. Now 
that visualizes the opportunity to get our organization before the public. 
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We have another certificate called a Good Citizenship Award, to be presented to 
any boys or girls in the grammar school or high school or whatever it may be for 
the exemplification of those qualities which make for good citizenship and especial- 
ly work that they may have done of an emergency or patriotic service in their 
community. That is given in public so that the newspapers will get it and people 
will talk about it. The man that framed this wanted to know all about the organi- 
zation because he was connected with a boys school. He said, “I am going to bring 
this before my boys and inspire them to do the work that I took up.” 


That is what I am trying to do, and I am doing it in memory of my own father. 
I am supposed to be following in his footsteps. I am supposed to be continuing 
his work. I am trying to do it out of my respect for him. And I am glad to come 
here today and tell you comrades that our organization nationally is growing. I 
have given them something to do. I have told them what they must do, and be- 
cause of that fact they have commenced a program, and I hope when my term of 
office is over that the organization will still be doing better. I thank you. [Applause] 


Acting Commander Miles: We will now listen to Elias Sweet, Personal Aide to 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Union Veterans. 


Mr. Sweet: Commander and Dads—I love to address you as ‘‘Dads’’—It is a 
hard job to follow a fellow like ‘Billy’? Anderson, and I am glad he has gone be- 
cause he is a real Son of the Veterans, and we have a lot of real Sons of Veterans. 
But he is full of that electricity, he is full of ideas, and I know that our organization 
will stand back of him, and that little bronze button and that little badge will not 
be forgotten. 

I was very much interested in the report of the interview that that reporter had 
with Past Commander Bronson, where he made the remark, I believe, about the 
dictators being put in the front ranks. Oh, that spirit must have gone out through 
the papers to the young generation. This young lad last night, 16 years old, that 
received that award, I met him in the back of the hall, and I said to him, “What 
does this piece of paper mean to you framed, young man?” And I was very much 
surprised at his remark. I thought he was going to say, “I am so proud to get it 
from your organization.”” But he said, “I am proud of this because it came from 
the sons of men who gave me the privilege as an Italian boy of being educated in 
this country and being at peace with the world.” That from a 16-year-old boy! 
And it touched me. We have had in our lower end and I have had a great deal of 
work through our Railroad Y.M.C.A. with the lower end of the Italian district, 
and you will be surprised to see that the children in those schools know more about 
the Grand Army and the Civil War than our American born school children. That 
hurts me and yet it made me glad. It hurt me for the simple reason that the Amer- 
icans forget what you men did. We Americans read in the papers day by day of 
the chaos across the water and think nothing about it. We do not realize the fact 
that some day they may fly across with wings and land on these shores of ours. 

The American has grown lax in realizing just what you men by your sacrifices 
gave to them. But here is the foreign element, their fathers born across the water, 
coming to these shores, tell me and tell many of our Sons of Veterans what the 
Grand Army is and what the Civil War was. I was talking with a young lad 18 
years old who just returned from college in the South. His mother was a very dear 
friend of my mother’s, and I said to him, “Harry, how do you like the South? Re- 
member, you are a Northerner.”’ 

He said, “I think the South is wonderful but there is one thing, Sweet, that hurt 
me.” He said, ‘In all our histories in the South there are about ten lines referring 
to the Civil War, just ten lines, and one night I spoke to a group of young men 
at the church. I took up the particular topic of the American Flag and what it 
meant to me as a citizen of the country, and I made my speech deal with the men 
of the Civil War. I tried to tell them in a nice way that even though brother fought 
against brother, each believing their cause was right, the war was right, yet we 
must live together under one flag that these men fought to preserve, and I forcibly 
told them this, that it was the Northern Army that made America what it is, it 
was the Northern Army that gave us one flag, the Northern Army that gave us 
the privilege of going to and from our homes, living in peace and contentment of 
mind.” 
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It is our duty, not only as Sons of Veterans, but our duty as citizens to forever, 
until time shall be no more, keep alive the history of you men and of your sacrifices 
in the minds of the new and coming generations. And in closing might I just say 
may the Great Master of men protect and give His help and strength unto your 
bodies that you might be with us for many years to come. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Comrade, I wish you would go to the Campbell 
School and you will find, I guess, about fifty Italian boys there and hear them speak. 
You will find they know more about it than we do. 


Mr. Sweet: I bet they do! [Mr. Sweet is escorted from the room.] — 


Acting Commander Miles. The Greetings Committee of the Sons of Union Ve- 
terans’Auxiliary is waiting to be admitted, and I appoint Comrades Green, Bron- 
son, Staples, and Faunce to escort them here. 


[The escort retires from the room and presently appears with the delegation.] 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, I have the honor to present to you the National 
President of the Auxiliary to the Sons of Union Veterans, Mrs. Anne E. Lockyer, 
of Girard, Ohio. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 


Comrade Green: Commander, it gives me great pleasure to introduce to you 
Mrs. Mary R. Carr, Past Department President of the Auxiliary. 


Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Staples: Commander, I have the pleasure and honor of introducing 
to you Mrs. Martha Works from Auxiliary 41 of Marlborough. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Faunce: I have the pleasure and Honor, Commander, of introducing to 
you the Past President of the Auxiliary in Charlestown, Mrs. Isabel Russell. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. I will first call upon Mrs. Mary R. 
Carr, Past Department President. 

Past Department President Carr: Department Commander Miles and comrades 
of this Convention, it is indeed a great pleasure for me to have the privilege of 
coming to your Convention this morning and bringing to you the greetings of the 
Auxiliary to the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War. There is just that little 
tinge of sadness this morning as we come to you because we know that your be- 
loved, our beloved, Department Commander of the year lies so ill in the Soldiers’ 
Home, and we hope for him all relief from his sufferings and that he may be carried 
to his home. We could not wish for him to linger and to suffer as he does. 

I have looked forward to coming to meet you boys. I worked with your Past 
Department Commander, Comrade Green, and we had such a splendid year four 
years ago traveling throughout the State. He has been more or less constantly in 
my mind. And your Past Department Commander, Charles Robinson, who was 
not privileged to be with you today, has been my inspiration from school days. 
We looked forward to hearing our dear comrades, your buddies, carry on this work, 
and all our organizations affiliated with yours are doing the best we can to tell! the 
story of our grand Boys in Blue. 

Department Commander, please accept this small token of our love and the 
good wishes of our Department President. You may find some little thing you 
would like to have in memory of her. 

Acting Commander Miles: Thank you. 

Past Department President Carr. And I wish for you splendid health for 
many years to come. [Applause.] 

Now I am privileged to present our National President, Sister Anne E. Lockyer 
from Ohio, who will bring you the greetings of the National Auxiliary. 

National President Lockyer: Commander, I wish to congratulate you, and I 
wish you many, many years of service in your organization. 

Acting Commander Miles: Thank you. 

National President Lockyer: Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
when Sister Mary Carr sent word and asked if I would serve on the Greetings Com- 
mittee of the Grand Army of the Republic I said, ‘“Most certainly’’, and I do con- 
sider it a very great honor to come to you this morning and to extend to you the 
greetings of our National organization. 
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Last year, at the Daughters of Union Veterans Banquet they had four comrades. 
At the meeting this year we were not privileged to have one, and there is some- 
thing missing in that meeting when we do not have one comrade of the Grand Army 
with us. The incentive is gone. We only hope and pray that you will be given 
strength and health to come to these conventions for many years. 


Our Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic lives in Ripley, 
New York, and when I came through there I had the pleasure of having an hour with 
him, and I wonder sometimes if he will be given the strength to attend the Nation- 
al Convention this year. He is in very bad condition and yet so peppy, so much 
energy and will to do. So J am wishing you many years to live and our earnest 
plea that you will take care of yourselves and don’t try to exert yourselves. Not 
only you but many of our own members are getting up in years where we must 
remember that we must be a little more careful, a little more reserved. I hope 
that I may have the privilege of meeting you in Pittsburg at our convention in 
August. You will have a splendid Encampment at that time, and I want to leave 
with you the best wishes of our National organization, the Auxiliary to the Sons 
of Union Veterans, and my personal greetings for continued success and many 
years of happiness, and may you live and continue to be with us for years to 
come. I thank you. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Mrs. Martha Works, Auxiliary 41, Marlborough. 

Mrs. Works: Commander, I am glad to serve on this committee, to greet these 
comrades, as our President said. I have looked forward to it ever since my De- 
partment President, who is a member of my own Auxiliary, told me I could be on 
this committee because of my interest for so many years in the work, and for that 
reason I wish to tell you how glad I am to come, and I hope you will keep as well 
as possible, every one of you. I thank you. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Mrs. Isabel Russell, from Charlestown. 


Mrs. Russell: Commander, I am privileged indeed to be on this Greetings Com- 
mittee, but I am indeed sorry that our own Commander is not with us. I wish 
for you a very successful year, and I hope you will live for many years to come. 


Acting Commander Miles: We are all sorry the Department Commander can- 
not be here. 


Comrades, will you escort the ladies out. [The delegation retires under escort.] 


We have a delegation from the Ladies of the G.A.R., and I will appoint Comrades 
Green and Bronson to escort them into the room. [The escort retires and soon re- 
turns with the delegation.] 

Comrade Green: Commander, I have the honor and great pleasure of present- 
ing to you National President of the Ladies of the G.A.R., Mrs. Edwina Trigg. 

Acting Commander Miles: I am glad to greet you, and I welcome you here. 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, I have the great honor of presenting to you 
the Department President of the Ladies of the G.A.R. from Maine. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you, and I hope you will have a good time. 
Comrades, I will first introduce to you Mrs. Edwina Trigg, National President, 
who will say a word to us.

[The delegation retires under escort.] 


Acting Commander Miles: We have a delegation from the Woman’s Relief 
Corps, and I will appoint Comrades Faunce, Gay, Staples, Green, and Bronson 
to escort them to the room. 


[The escort retires and presently returns with the delegation.] 


Comrade Staples: Commander, I have the honor and pleasure of introducing 
Sister Mabel G. Lambert, Department President of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 


Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 


Comrade Gay: Commander, I have the extreme honor and pleasure of present- 
ing to you the National President of the Woman’s Relief Corps, Mrs. Rhoda 
Denny Moss. 


Acting Commander Miles: I am pleased to meet you, and I welcome you. 


Comrade Green: Commander, it gives me great honor and pleasure to present to 
you Mrs. Green, Chaplain of our Woman’s Relief Corps. 

Acting Commander Miles: I greet you. 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, I have the honor of presenting to you Mrs. 
Minnie E. Prescott, President of the Relief Corps of Springfield. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Faunce: Commander, I have the pleasure of introducing to you Mrs. 
Bertha Graham, Senior Aide to the President of the Relief Corps. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. Now, comrades, I will present to 
you first Sister Mabel G. Lambert, Department President. 

I have met you before. 

Department President Lambert: Of course you have. And dear comrades here, 
I am almost speechless this morning.

So when I come down here 
it is with a real pride to be able to be with you, and I do thank you all for your 
courtesies during the year. And the same to Helen Phinney. It has been a happy 
association, and I have certainly found that you have fully cooperated with me 
all through the year. I wish for you continued health and success and may we 
meet next year again.

Acting Commander Miles: Comrade Green, I am requested to turn that check 
over to you. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Green: I would like to say, Mrs. Lambert, we 
certainly are very grateful to you for this check. We are badly in need of some 
extra funds, and it is very nice of you and we appreciate it very much. 

Department President Lambert: I want to say we were more than glad to do it. 
I would be happy if it were twice as much. And, Comrade Green, I am so happy 
to say to your comrades that Mrs. Green will be our Chaplain next year. We are 
very proud of that. 
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Comrade Green: I want you boys to know I have got to be pretty straight next 
year with a Chaplain in the house! 


Department President Lambert: Now I want to present to you my National 
President, Mrs. Rhoda Denny Moss, who came over here especially to see you. 


National President Moss: Commander and comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, as the National President of your Auxiliary I am happy to greet 
you this morning. For years I have heard of the splendid Department of Massa- 
chusetts, the Woman’s Relief Corps and the Grand Army of the Republic, and I 
am very proud of the privilege of coming here this morning and in behalf of your 
National Auxiliary saying a word to you. We wish for you long life and happiness. 
You have had the grandest time your country has had under any Army. It has 
been the Grand Army. I was with your National Commander-in-Chief in Pitts- 
burg when he became so very ill. He had a very serious heart attack but he 
wouldn’t go to bed. There were four doctors there with him and finally one of 
them said, ‘“You must go to bed,” and he said, “I can’t go to bed, I have got to 
get there to my Convention—that is what I am here for.’’ And they said, “‘If 
you don’t go to bed you won’t live until your Convention,” and he went to bed, 
and he has been there in the hospital in Ohio for about six weeks, then they took 
him home and he is still there in bed. That is why he is not here with you because 
he is not able to be here, and I doubt if he is able to go to Pittsburg with you. 
However, he may if he will be a good boy. But he is a very cranky boy and he 
won’t go to bed if he can help it. 


We ladies come to you comrades with our hearts full of love and reverence and 
respect and honor for you, and we always bring you some money. We like to do 
that. As long as you live we will do it, so you don’t have to worry about your 
bills because we are always going to bring a little gift in our pocketbook for you. 
I just think you are grand looking men, and I want to say that you are my father’s 
comrades too. My father lived to be 92 before I lost him in 1932. He was a grand 
old man too, and that is why I am always going to carry on. My husband served 
in the Spanish-American War, and my son went overseas in the World War. We 
love the boys of 1918 too. But you are the grand old men that made it possible 
for my husband to be in the Spanish War and made it possible for my son to be 
an American Legionnaire. It is to you that our hats are off, and it is because of 
you that we hold high the banner. And when that marching line of veterans is 
done, then is when our real work is going to begin and we are going to tell the 
whole world that you men died for us, that you saved us, and we are going to 
carry on for you. America for Americans! We are going to be here to tell our 
children’s children what you did for them. 


I am so happy to come to you and bring the greetings from the National Con- 
vention. You know without my telling you we are all one nation under God. He 
is still our Leader, and under that Leadership we can’t fail. Ithank you. [Applause] 

Department President Lambert: I am one of those ladies that never gets through 
with anything the first time, and I do want to report to you comrades of the Grand 
Army, the Department of Massachusetts, this fact, and we hope it will go into 
your Journal, and I am very proud of it myself. That is, the Massachusetts De- 
partment Woman’s Relief Corps has become incorporated during this year, so it 
will go on forever as the true auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic. Under 
the laws of Massachusetts there we stand forever! Your true Auxiliary carries on 
on this side for you even if you can’t do it yourselves, and nobody can take from 
us the name that you bestowed upon us in 1883. We have honored it and rever- 
enced it all these years, and we are going to continue under that name as the true 
Auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic. I am proud of that, and I hope 
you are. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrades, I introduce to you Mrs. Isabelle Green, 
Chaplain-elect. 

Mrs. Green: Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic, comrades and 
guests, it is a great privilege for me to come here and talk to you comrades here 
today. It is just four years ago since I came here with the Greetings Committee 
before, and at that time I had such an inspiration that it has remained with me 
all through these four years, because after all I am thinking today—Who am I 
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that I should come and talk to you comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic? 
I am here in a very humble capacity. I thank my President for appointing me on 
this Greetings Committee. I know what these gatherings mean to you men be- 
cause I live in the house with one of you, and I hear him talk about “‘it will be 
just a few months now to the Convention’, and then it narrows down to weeks 
and then to days and then to hours. Of course I know the reason. It is the human 
touch that you men get as you come here today to your Convention, and after all 
it is the human touch in this world that counts, the touch of your hand and mine. 
That means far more to the fainting heart than shelter or bread or wine, for shelter 
is gone when the night is o’er, and bread lasts only a day, but the touch of the 
hand and the sound of the voice will sing on in the Soul alway. Commander, I 
thank you. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Next, Mrs. Bertha Graham, Senior Aide. 


Senior Aide Graham: Commander, comrades, and friends, I am sure this is a 
happy occasion for you. This is my first visit to your Convention, and I wish for 
you many more years of happiness. And I also, Commander and comrades, bring 
you my own personal greetings. I thank you. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Mrs. Minne E. Prescott, Corps 14, Springfield. 


Mrs. Prescott: Commander, I am surely delighted to meet with you today. 
It is in my heart to just love you boys in every way because my grandfather was a 
Grand Army man. He was a New Hampshire man and was a Drum Major through 
all the war. He came home and died at the age of 96, and that is why it has been 
in my heart to love his comrades and to work for them all these years. I am going 
to carry on just as long as I can, and I thank you and wish for you many more 
years, many more happy days. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: I thank you all. 


Assistant Adjutant-General Green: Commander, I want to say here that one of 
the comrades asked me just a few minutes ago the amount of the check, so I want 
to inform the comrades present that the check is for $200. I don’t know, that 
they all heard what the amount was, so I thought I would give them that infor- 
mation. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Comrades, will you escort the ladies out. [The 
delegation retires under escort.] 


Acting Commander Miles: We have a delegation from the Sons of Union Veter- 
ans, and I will appoint Comrades Staples and Bronson as escort. [The escort re- 
tires and soon returns with the delegation] 

Comrade Staples: Commander, I have the honor and pleasure of introducing 
Dr. Homan, Past Commander-in-Chief of the Sons. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, I have the honor of presenting to you Colonel 
Frederic G. Bauer, Judge-Advocate and Department Counsellor of the Sons. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you, gentlemen. I now call upon Dr. 
Homan, Past Commander-in-Chief. 

Dr. Homan: Department Commander Miles and comrades of the Massachu- 
setts Department of the Grand Army of the Republic, every year our Commander 
appoints a committee to bring greetings to the comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and every year we look forward to that time with the belief that it 
ig your organization which is the reason for our existence and the reason why we 
are here. We all have had experiences in life and a great many of us have had 
hospital experience. A fellow went to the hospital and had one of those little bibs 
put on around his neck tied with a big knot, and he asked if there was something 
else went with it so they finally put a pair of pajamas on him. Then they rolled 
a teawagon to the side of the bed and put him on it and took him down to the oper- 
ating room. After he got back from the operating room he was lying on the bed 
and the doctor came to see him and as he bent down over him he said, ‘‘Was my 
operation a success, Doctor?’’ And the doctor said, ‘‘Why, yes, it was quite 
successful.”’ He said, ‘‘We took out your tonsils and your adenoids, and at the 
same time the dentist took out your teeth, and you had your appendix removed 
and a portion of your stomach was taken off about four inches and the intestine 
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tied to the new opening of the stomach.” And the fellow exclaimed, “Give me 
my pants so I can button up my liver and go home.” [Laughter.] 


Sometimes as we go along through life we feel we are missing something, things 
have been taken away from us, and somebody said that life begins at forty; but 
I was talking to Comrade Gay at lunch the other day, and he convinced me that 
life begins at ninety, because he told me that on his ninetieth birthday he was 
married and that is when he really began to live. So we are very glad to be here 
this morning and see your smiling faces and realize that you are carrying on so 
valiantly for the comrades who have gone before. 


Comrade Gay: I want to right here—say that Comrade Green has set the pace, 
as he is the one that worked me into this, and we are both in the same boat now. 


Dr. Homan: I went to see one of your comrades, Charles Robinson, the other 
day. Charlie sat there at his window. His legs are useless but he sits there very 
patiently, looking out the window. His mind was very clear, and he was delighted 
to see me and was sorry not to be able to come here this morning and join with 
you in your Encampment. 

So I went the other day to call on your little Commander, your little comrade. 
I saw him at the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, and all the time I was talking he held 
onto my hand and asked for the different ones and said that he had been living 
in the hope that he could come here and be with you at this Encampment. It 
seems to me too bad that those two comrades had to be disappointed in their 
great ambition. Charlie Robinson went to Washington, and I remember that it 
was his consuming ambition to lead his comrades down Pennsylvania Avenue for 
the last time, and you all remember that Charlie Robinson had to stay in his hotel 
room and listen to the tramping feet as they marched by, and the tears rolled down 
his face. But Charlie is alive, his mind is keen, and he desired to be remembered 
to you all. Joe is just like a little spirit awaiting the final roll call, and I just wanted 
to have you know what he has been doing, and I hope that you will forward some- 
thing to him so that he will know he is not forgotten. 

In the Grand Army ritual that we use on Memorial Day—out in my place we 
use the Grand Army ritual and have for many years—there is one phrase in there 
that says, “If other hands grow heavy and other eyes dim, it will be our duty to 
carry on the work.” And I just want to assure you comrades of the Grand Army, 
you who in days that are past have stood under May skies and the Stars and 
Stripes beside the graves of your comrades, that as long as there are Sons of Union 
Veterans, though your hands may be unequal to the task and your eyes dim so 
that you cannot see to read the ritual, I want to assure you that we will go to the 
soldiers’ lot beneath which your comrade lies to see that it will always be decorated 
by loving hands of your Sons, your grandsons, and your great-grandsons. That to 
me is inscribed in the pages of history by letters that will never fade. The fact 
that so many photographers are here busy getting your pictures indicates to me 
that you occupy a place in the lives of Americans that will never be occupied by 
any other body. 

I just bring to you these words of greeting and to express the hope that we will 
have an opportunity of meeting here with you from year to year until some of 
you fellows will feel that you are going to see your second hundred yet. They 
say the first hundred is the hardest, and your second hundred ought to be pretty 
easy for chaps as husky as you. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: Colonel Bauer, Department Counsellor. 

Colonel Bauer: Commander Miles, of the various committees that are appointed 
at the Encampment of the Sons of Union Veterans I think we always consider 
membership in this Committee to extend fraternal greetings to the Grand Army 
as the highest honor conferred by membership in any committee. I have had 
occasion to come before you in former years, and in one or two years I was ap- 
pointed on the committee but by reason of circumstances beyond my control I 
was not able to come here; therefore, I am doubly glad to have the opportunity 
of coming here today and extend our greetings. 

Something has been said about how youthful Comrade Green is. I can tell 
you something that shows how youthful he is. He has told us that if we get him 
a steady horse he will ride horseback at the head of the Memorial Day parade in 
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Jamaica Plain on May 30. Being a cavalry man myself, I always like to see that 
spirit. I always say it is against my religious principles to parade on foot. I 
either go horseback or I stay home. 

I am glad to have the opportunity of coming here today to extend the greetings 
of your Sons and to assure you of their loyalty. As a member of the Sons of Union 
Veterans I belong to an organization that is on this side of the Grand Army, and 
I also happen to be the head in the United States of one of the few organizations 
that precede you, that is, it precedes the Grand Army in that it goes way back to 
the War of 1812. It was founded 125 years ago, on the 14th day of September, 
just outside the village of North Point at Baltimore, at the time when “The Star 
Spangled Banner” was written. The men who had repulsed the British at Balti- 
more got together and formed an organization and voted they would never dis- 
band, and in order to keep their vow when they found their numbers were getting 
fewer they voted to perpetuate the organization by taking in their descendents, 
and so we carry on today in the same organization which the Veterans of the War 
of 1812 founded at Baltimore nearly 125 years ago. It is the oldest organization 
of the type of the Grand Army, that is, it was based on both commission and 
enlisted service. It is really the parent of the Grand Army. And so I am proud 
to have the honor of extending to you not only the greetings of your Sons but to 
extend the greetings of your fathers, those who represent your fathers who served 
in the War of 1812. 

I certainly hope, Commander Miles, that you will start the next hundred years 
as cheerful and as witty as you are ending this hundred, and that when I am able 
to raise a beard—I did raise one once shortly after I graduated from college but 
my family made me shave it off—perhaps later on I may be able to grow one, 
and when I get one I shall hope still to look up to you and the honors which you 
and your comrades share so graciously. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: We thank you for coming here. Will you escort 
these Sons of Veterans out. [The delegation retires under escort.] 

I will appoint Comrades Green, Gay, Faunce, and Bronson to escort the dele- 
gation from the Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War. [The escort retires 
and soon returns with the delegation.| 

Comrade Green: Commander, it gives me great pleasure to present to you Mrs. 
Nellie M. Goodman, Chairman of the Greetings Committee of the Daughters. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Gay: Commander, it gives me great pleasure to you Patriotic In- 
structor of the Department of Massachusetts, Miss Hazel Buchanan. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Faunce: It is an honor, Commander, for me to introduce to you the 
National President of the Daughters of Union Veterans, Mrs. Anne Raeling. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. 

Comrade Bronson: I have the honor of presenting to you, Commander, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Lemmelin, Past Department President of the Daughters. 

Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you. Comrades, I will introduce to you 
Mrs. Nellie M. Goodman, Past National President of the Daughters. 

Mrs. Goodman: Dear Commander and comrades of the Grand Army and 
friends, one of the happiest moments that comes to a Daughter of the Union 
Veterans is when she gets in to the Grand Army Convention to bring greetings to 
the comrades. We have been coming here for many, many years. We have seen 
Faneuil Hall crowded, and today we come to this little gathering, and we are 
indeed happy to see you. We just bring you the love of every Daughter, and we 
are only too happy and eager to serve you and to have you call on us. It really 
is a deep pleasure to see you comrades, and we just bring you our love and the 
love of every Daughter in our Convention. We had great happiness to have you 
comrades last night at the banquet, and we hope to see you again tonight. 

Dear Commander, there is a little gift for you, a little personal gift from our 
Department. I just hope that you will have the most wonderful Convention you 
have ever had, and I know we have all been pleased and happy to have you with 
us last night. Dear comrade, this is just a little testimonial of our love from our 
Department. 

Acting Commander Miles: I thank you. 
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Mrs. Goodman: Dear Commander and comrades, I wish to present to you Mrs. 
Anne Raeling, National President, from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

National President Raeling: Department Commander and my father’s comrades, 
it is an extreme pleasure and a great honor to appear before you for a few minutes 
today. On Saturday I attended the Convention in Providence, Rhode Island, 
and they had just one comrade, the Commander. Well, it was dreadful. But he 
said that he would preside next year too if he was living. So you should be happy 
to have so many in Massachusetts to attend the Grand Army of the Republic 
Convention. I extend to you the greetings of the National organization of the 
Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War of 1861-1865 and my own personal 
greetings and trust God will spare you to the Massachusetts Department, Com- 
mander and your comrades, for a number of years. I thank you. [Applause.] 
F Acting Commander Miles: Mrs. Elizabeth Lemmelin, Past Department Presi- 
ent. 

Mrs. Lemmelin: Commander and comrades, I can honestly say that I have 
had many pleasant things in my life here but this is the happiest moment in my 
life for this is the first time that I have had the privilege of attending the Grand 
Army Convention, and I sincerely hope it won’t be my last. It has been a pleasure 
on many occasions to meet with the comrades in different Posts and travel over 
the country with some of them. I was very happy to have my Department Com- 
mander of last year, Comrade Bronson, as my escort today, and I think that I 
should say it will be the most sincere prayer of my heart that you will continue 
to enjoy health and happiness. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: Miss Hazel Buchanan, Department Patriotic In- 
structor. 

Miss Buchanan: Department Commander, dear comrades and friends, it is 
certainly a happy moment for me to be in this room and to think that I have been 
privileged to visit your Convention, and I hope it won’t be the last. I bring a 
little gift for your Department from the Daughters, and when you need more 
don’t be afraid to call upon us. We are always ready to help you in any way we 
possibly can, and I hope you will continue to have a pleasant convention, and I 
hope you will be with us for many more years. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrades, this is a check for $100 from the Daughters 
of Veterans. [Applause.] Comrade Green, will you take charge of this. 

Comrade Bronson: Commander, I would like to say that this young lady, the 
last speaker, has been a great worker in our Dedham Tent. She attends our 
meetings and is helpful, and out there we all just like her, that is all. 

Miss Buchanan: Thank you, my comrade. 

Mrs. Goodman: I do want to say how happy our Daughters of Veterans are 
that you have the services of Sister Phinney by your side helping you in your work. 
We know that Sister Helen is indeed a tower of strength to you, and we are so 
proud of you, Helen, and happy and glad that the comrades have you to help 
them. 

Secretary Phinney: Thank you. 

Comrade Gay: Commander, may I have the privilege of responding to these 
ladies? 

Acting Commander Miles: Certainly. 

Comrade Gay: I want to shake those ladies’ hands, and I want to say to you 
that we of the Grand Army of the Republic are certainly pleased to have you 
present this gift to us. We appreciate not only your presence but your thought- 
fulness in presenting that check. It came in at a very opportune time, for I assure 
you the members need it, and God bless you. 

Comrade Green: Commander, I merely want to add my testimony in this 
Convention in regard to the Daughters of Union Veterans. I want to say we realize 
how loyal they are to the Grand Army of the Republic, and we certainly appreciate 
what they have done for us today by handing us a check for $100. And I want 
to add my word of esteem with regard to my Patriotic Instructor. I want to say 
that she at one time was my landlady, I guess you would call it. I lived with her, 
really, for quite a little while down at Nantasket Beach, and that is where I think 
I started in to regain my health, and I certainly am very grateful to her and to 
all the Daughters of Veterans of the Department. [Applause.] 
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Acting Commander Miles: The committee will escort these ladies out. [The 
delegation retires under escort.| 


I am told that there is a representative of the ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and I will ask Comrade Green to escort her in. [Comrade Green retires 
and soon reappears with the representative. | 


Comrade Green: Commander, it gives me great pleasure to present to you 
Mrs. Frances Linnell, Past Department President of the Ladies of the G.A.R. 


Acting Commander Miles: I welcome you here. 


Mrs. Linnell: Commander, I am just going to take but a minute of your time 
because it is getting near lunch time. I am sorry that I was late but our National 
President has been here, and I know she had something good to say to you. I am 
bringing you the greetings of our Department President, Mrs. Taylor, and her 
wishes for a very happy Convention and that you will be here many more years. 
And I hope so. I see some familiar faces among you comrades, and I want to 
greet you all. [Applause.] [Mrs. Linnell is escorted from the room.] 


Secretary Phinney: While we are waiting, I want to report that yesterday after- 
noon I sent letters of greetings to Comrades Robinson, Foster, Page, and Stoddard, 
as directed by the Encampment. 


I would also like to say, Commander, that we have a comrade here who has 
not been with us for a long, long time, and I am very happy and I know the comrades 
are that Comrade Howes of Post 63 of Natick is here. 


Acting Commander Miles: Is there any more business for the Convention? 
If not, I declare it adjourned. The banquet will be served in this room at 1.30. 
[Adjourned at 12.15 p.m.] 


UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS 


The annual banquet was served in the Oval Room of the Hotel Bradford on 
Wednesday, April 12, 1939, at 1.30 p.m. 
Prayer was offered by Comrade Gay. 


Acting Commander Miles: We have the Governor with us today, and I am 
glad to welcome him in behalf of the Grand Army. I present to you His Excel- 
lency, Governor Leverett Saltonstall. [Applause, all rising.] 

His Excellency, Governor Saltonstall: Commander Miles, distinguished officials 
of Veterans organizations, Councilor Hastings, and ladies and gentlemen:—It 
certainly is one of the most pleasant experiences connected with the Governor’s 
office to be privileged to be present with you; and, while your ranks may be a 
little thinner than they were a few years ago, your spirit is still strong. What we 
need in this country today above everything else is a patriotic spirit, the spirit of 
love of country and a willingness to sacrifice ourselves for the benefit of our country 
if need be. In these times we who are of the American Legion or the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars or other organizations of similar character that have seen the World 
War know how difficult the situation is right at the moment, and what we need is to 
prepare ourselves and at the same time do everything we can to preserve the 
peace of this Nation and the peace of the world. We can do it only if we exercise 
the same initiative, the same courage, the same self-sacrificing spirit that you 
men who are here exercised in the 1860s. It gives us more encouragement, it gives 
us a greater feeling of patriotism in our country, something I can’t express to you. 
And it certainly is a very happy occasion for me to be able to come here today. 
To the Assistant Adjutant-General, whom I saw just come in over there and one 
of the Grand Army comrades of my secretary, I extend the greetings of the Common- 
wealth. 

Now, you have some very able speakers here at the head table from our veterans’ 
organizations, and I would not trespass on their time or on your time but I do 
know they feel as I do—that you inspire us and we want to follow your example 
and love of our country. I thank you very much. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: I will call upon Comrade Gay to respond to our 
Governor. 
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Comrade Gay. Your Excellency, and comrades, I will be very glad to say just 
a word to the Governor. I am very happy to have met him. I have read some 
of your doings, and I think you are doing a noble work. I am going to say just 
one word but I am going to say—Governor, keep it up! 


I want to go just a little further. Now we of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
of course, are fast passing away. Our ranks are getting thinner. We have to 
touch elbows just a little closer. And there is one thing, Governor, I would like 
to ask of you. The Department of Massachusetts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is poor. Its members are not as many but its expenses are just as large, 
and I believe, Governor Saltonstall, that you are the gentleman that could help 
us out just a little longer in our functions. We shall not burden you a great while 
longer. There are some things I have learned about you, that you would be willing 
to be considerate and to help. 


Governor Saltonstall: I will be very sympathetic and helpful to you as far as 
I can. I thank you once more. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Comrades, I will present to you Comrade John H. 
Miller, Department Commander of the United Spanish War Veterans. 


Department Commander Miller: Commander, comrades and representatives 
of other veterans’ organizations, it is an extreme pleasure for me to be here today, 
representing the Department of Massachusetts, United Spanish War Veterans, 
and bring to you Grand Army men the greetings of our Department. It is an 
extreme pleasure for me as Department Commander to present my own greetings. 
As a son of a Union veteran myself and as Commander of the Department of 
Massachusetts, I want to say that my feelings towards you comrades are of the 
warmest order, and if there is anything we can do to help you in any way possible, 
I want Mrs. Phinney, your Secretary, to call on us at any time and we will be 
ready to help you. 

Again I want to thank you for your kind invitation to be here today, and I wish 
to express the further hope that you will live to see another Encampment next 
year. I thank you. {Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: I will next introduce Commander John J. Maguire 
of the American Legion. 

Commander Maguire: Commander Miles, members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, representatives of various veterans’ organizations, and ladies 
and gentlemen:— It is indeed a pleasure to come to your Encampment today 
and to extend to you not alone my personal greetings but the well wishes 
of the Massachusetts Legionnaires throughout this State. It probably would be 
presumptuous on my part to make any extended remarks here today but I do 
want to say to you that I can look back upon my boyhood days and truthfully 
say that the patriotic inspiration that caused me to serve my country during the 
World War was inculeated by the speeches of members of the Grand Army at the 
schools I attended. We perhaps are on the threshold of another world war but 
I like to think back to the proud boast in the days of Caesar when an Italian 
would say, “I am proud that I am a Roman,” and in these trying days as I travel 
throughout the State I find myself saying, ‘I am proud that I am an American.” 
And before I leave here I will say to the comrades that our country was saved for 
future prosperity by the efforts of the Grand Army of the Republic during the 
War of the Rebellion. May God speed you and may he give you blessings and 
grace to persevere and carry on for many years to come. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: The Adjutant and Quartermaster of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, Henry V. O’Day. i) aie 

Adjutant O’Day: Comrade Commander, comrades, distinguished Commanders 
of other organizations, Comrade Flynn, and this angel of this organization,Mrs. 
Phinney: I am sorry that our Department Commander could not be here today 
to bring the greetings of the Veterans of Foreign Wars to you stalwart comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic but unfortunately something tied him up, and 
at the last minute he told me that I must come down here. Now that is just the 
finest order I have had in the past year. While such assignments in the past have 
happened on many occasions, I assure you that the assignment I received today 
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_is far more pleasant than I have had in the past in coming to your luncheon at 
the close of your Encampment. 


I think it was a splendid gesture on the part of the Governor today to drop in 
even if for only a few minutes and speak in such a friendly way to you few remaining 
comrades of the Grand Army. And I am so glad that Comrade Gay took it upon 
himself to make that suggestion to the Governor, that he take an interest in your 
organization and assist you financially, because surely as your members pass off 
the drain must become greater and practically impossible to handle. We all like 
to give support to the Governor, but you know recently when he introduced that 
special message to do away with the hospital at the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, I 
thought it was a rather sad gesture on his part because particularly does it apply 
to the few remaining members of the Grand Army of the Republic. Should any 
of you comrades become ill so that you need hospitalization,where could you turn 
other than to the State or to the Soldiers’ Home? Of course in the past you have 
received the greatest care, and if that hospital is done away with then you would 
have to resort probably to some private institution, city or town institution, where- 
as if you went over there you would get splendid care and also be handled quickly. 
I am sure that you will agree with me that all the veterans’ organizations are intent 
on just one thing, to make it impossible so that if that does come on the floor of 
the House or Senate it will be given an overwhelming defeat. 


I do not want to bore you any longer but I do want to say just one word more. 
You are still the idol of all veterans’ organizations. All the other organizations 
look up to you. They have looked up to you for inspiration for many years, and 
as you travel on you may rest assured that when anything of that nature arises 
you may rely upon help from the other organizations. And so I close by bringing 
to you the greetings of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: I next take great pleasure in introducing to you the 
Mayor of the City of Boston, the Honorable Maurice J. Tobin. [Applause.] 

Mayor Tobin: Commander Miles, comrades, and ladies and gentlemen. What 
we need in the Nation beyond anything else today is the same patriotic spirit of 
service which you men had during the days of ’61 to ’65, when you left your homes, 
your firesides, and your families to go out to fight to preserve the greatest land of 
democracy that has ever existed in the history of the world. As soldiers your 
sacrifices and those of the women who followed you upon the field of battle to 
render aid and comfort to the wounded and dying all helped in the preservation of 
the Union so that we who are here today may enjoy the right to liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. You played your part in the history of this country 75 years 
ago, and it seems hardly possible that you are here with us in this day and age 
leading us just as valiantly in the fight for democracy. The United States has been 
through two major conflicts since the Civil War. It has been through the Spanish- 
American War and through the World War, and I can tell you that it was because 
of the earlier service you rendered your country we were a united Nation in those 
succeeding wars, until today there is not existing anywhere within our borders a 
spirit of violent antagonism between one section and another. In 1917 we felt we 
were making the world safe for democracy but we now have learned that Washing- 
ton was right in 1796, when he warned his country against the dangers of foreign 
entanglements. The liberties of the last five centuries are incorporated in our 
form of government, and as we look abroad we see them trampled under foot 
and the ideals of democracy derided, and I trust that our representatives in Washing- 
ton will never again feel called upon to send our youth out ‘‘to make the world 
safe for democracy”’. 

Gentlemen, it is a real honor for me to be present and to have the privilege of 
talking to you, and the example that you set in former days of your patriotism 
should be a fine example to the youth of this country today in carrying the burdens 
which are necessarily assumed in meeting the problems which beset us through- 
out the country at the present time. When Lincoln called on you in the days of 
61 you responded, and we can do no less today. And so in bringing you the greet- 
ings of Boston I know I speak the wish of every citizen that you will enjoy many 
more years of happiness, and | hope that I shall have the pleasure of meeting you 
again a year from today. [Applause.] 
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Acting Commander Miles: The Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions, 
Richard R. Flynn. [Applause.] 


Commissioner Flynn: Comrade Department Commander, Comrade Sister 
Phinney, my own comrade and Department Commander, John Miller, my other 
comrade of the American Legion, Commander Maguire, Comrade O’Day of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, and ladies and gentlemen: It was my privilege last 
year to be present at your annual banquet and hear your Commander-in-Chief 
Mennet address you, and later in the afternoon it was my honor to accompany 
the Commander-in-Chief and your Past Department Commander Lincoln to 
Concord Bridge. When we arrived there the Commander-in-Chief recited, with- 
out missing a word, the poem of Ralph Waldo Emerson. Comrade Lincoln, a 
veteran of the Civil War from Massachusetts, told me it was the first time he had 
ever visited Concord Bridge. So that afternoon will always have for me a golden 
memory because of my association with your Commander-in-Chief and Comrade 
Lincoln on that occasion. 


I have a feeling of deep interest in the work of the Department Commander of 
the American Legion, a veteran of outstanding service overseas during 
the World War, who is doing a wonderful job as the leader of that great organiza- 
tion. I am his friend and he is mine, there is great friendship because of that 
comradeship, and, while men who serve in the time of war may not always agree 
with each other, when any issue comes forth affecting the safety of our common 
country we are found fighting side by side, just as you comrades of the Grand 
Army have fought since the Civil War. I always maintain that your greatest 
field of conquest since those days has been in the field of teaching school children 
of all races and all creeds what Americanism means. 


I was happy this afternoon to see the Governor of this Commonwealth here with 
his staff—another indication of comradeship and appreciation of your service. He 
is himself an overseas veteran; and the nice way the Comrade Gay presented the 
matter to him I feel sure will find him standing by his promise and by the Grand 
Army as long as there is a man wearing that uniform in this Commonwealth. 


My good comrade of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, Comrade O’Day, remarked 
about the Soldiers’ Home. I have no authority to speak as to what will be done. 
I do feel sure that as long as that Home is in existence your comrades who built 
that home will always find the doors wide open to afford them care and treatment. 
[Applause.] We have a wonderful Commonwealth, comrades, and even though 
the Home may be closed, here in 1929, ten years ago, your organization with the 
backing of the Sons of Veterans and its Auxiliaries, saw to it that a special statute 
was enacted whereby veterans of the Civil War, their wives and widows, would be 
cared for in their own homes. I remember full well the oration of that distinguished 
comrade of your Department, Mr. Ham, in support of that particular bill. 

A most peculiar thing about that bill was that on presentation of that measure 
before the Ways and Means Committee and the Committee on Military Affairs, 
fourteen cases were presented to them involving comrades of the Civil War, their 
wives and widows. The matter was turned over to me for investigation and report 
to the Legislature, and to my surprise not one of the fourteen whose names were 
submitted was anxious to go to any Home and leave their own abodes. As a happy 
solution of the problem I advised the committee to give me sufficient money and 
I would take care of the veterans in their own homes where they lived. That is 
one of the most excellent statutes ever enacted in the Massachusetts Legislature, 
because we now go to the home of a soldier of the Civil War, his wife or widow and 
give them enough money in addition to their pensions to take proper care of them. 
You can see yourselves, ladies and gentlemen, the hardship that would ensue to a 
man who has lived in a place since the Civil War. To take him away from that 
home where he raised his family, or to take his wife or widow, and place them in 
some home, you know as well as I do would result in their passing on in just about 
three months. We now are spending about $40,000 a year on that item, and I 
know we are doing good work. 

My position as Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions brings me in very inti- 
mate contact with the veterans of all wars and their dependents, and I want to 
leave just a thought with you this afternoon, that it will be my happiness and my 
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joy to aid you comrades of the Civil War, your wives and widows, in any way we 
can officially. We have a wonderful State in caring for veterans of all wars and 
their dependents. No other State in this entire Union can compare with what we 
do for all war heroes. Since the Civil War, ladies and gentlemen, the office that 
I now hold has paid out over $89,000,000 in State military aid for the upkeep and 
maintenance of homes and the care of veterans. To this can be added at least 
$100,000,000 that has been paid by cities and towns of this Commonwealth through 
soldiers’ relief. Our present relief roll at this time between civilian relief and veter- 
ans aid is approximately $1,000,000 a week. Are we the poorer for it? No, we are 
not. This Commonwealth is richer in their appreciation of our veterans and the 
thought of their humanity. 


I thank you for the privilege of being here this afternoon to talk to you. I think 
you know that I have been your friend and comrade officially for 29 years. Un- 
fortunately, there is at the present time not a Grand Army veteran in my office. 
The last one that left there was Eugene Sanborn, who had three years of service 
in the Civil War, a great veteran of the Grand Army. But we have veterans of 
the Spanish War and the World War. So I will carry on, gentlemen, in any way 
that you wish me to do. I thank you again, and I pray that the good God who 
watched over you in the past will emable you to carry on in the same numbers. 
[Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: We will now hear a few words from our Past De- 
partment Commander Gay. 


Past Department Commander Gay: Department Commander, comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and distinguished guests: It has always been 
a great pleasure to me when Convention time arrived because I always had revered 
my comrades. We have been side by side in years that are past now, and we have 
always been loyal and true to each other. I believe that. And when we meet 
here on this occasion and I look around and I see those that I knew that are present, 
when I come again, lo and behold! those comrades have vanished. That is what 
time does to all of us. That is one thing that we cannot beat—time. 

Now, in regard to the Grand Army of the Republic which in days that are past 
now were the “Boys in Blue”—I have heard so much about the Grand Army that I 
feel I know the story pretty well. But never mind. What we did, what some- 
body else handed us to do, we fulfilled our promises. We came home with Old 
Glory flying. We were victorious. We passed it over to the next generation, who 
fought, and they came home victorious. But sometimes I think we have been 
praising the Grand Army of the Republic perhaps more than they really deserve. 
We recognize your generosity, your patriotism, your feelings for the Grand Army 
of the Republic; but I believe that every soldier fights for the preservation of the 
Union to keep Old Glory floating, and God forbid that it should ever be sullied 
by any atheist, any communist, or any fascist or whatnot! 

I am glad to be with these comrades today. There are many that have passed 
over never more to return, and you know sometimes I think that those boys that 
are in their graves know today just what is going on all over the country. We 
fought in ’61—for what? For the Constitution of the United States, democracy, 
America, did we not? Are we going at the eleventh hour, after all our sacrifice,— 
have we got to lose it? Have we got to lose independence and democracy—have we? 

Take this matter of freedom of speech. What is freedom of speech? Who 
exercises it? When you allow a communist in this country to get up on a soapbox 
and ridicule the ideals of America, is that free speech? Or ought we to say, No, 
that is treason, and the penalty of treason is death. 

Now, as I said the other night, and I am going to repeat what I said, and I 
mean it, if we are going to preserve independence and democracy for Americans, 
it is time we locked our doors before the horses are stolen. Because something is 
going to happen in America and such doors cannot always exist. Have we lost 
all of our true patriotism? I read a lot in the papers—We are going to do this 
and we are going to do that. The talk is big but where is your execution? Give 
me that old Grand Army of the “Boys in Blue” that existed in ’61 to ’65 and 
after the surrender of Lee at Appomattox Court House—turn them loose in the 
streets of America and I would erase your communism. We had some of that in 
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761. We had what we called ‘‘Copperheads’. We have other kinds of isms here 
today, not only the communists but the fascists—you have all sorts of isms in here. 
How are you going to cure them? Not by preaching but by vigorous action. 


But now you have what we call the American spirit. I have read in the papers 
what you stand for. We are ready to hear you talk that way. Why don’t you 
put it into work? You never can do it too quick. You can’t build a building by 
talking about it. You have got to go to work and create it. Now if we are going to 
save America for Americans, I believe it is high time that something was done. 


Now I have said enough, and I thank you. [Applause.] 


Acting Commander Miles: Next, Past Department Commander Bronson will 
say a few words. 


Past Department Commander Bronson: Commander, our worthy Secretary, 
and comrades of all wars, I have not very much to say but I would like to say 
something, perhaps. We find in history that at the beginning of the Revolutionary 
War there were in all the Colonies under the control of Great Britain some three 
million souls. People began to flock to this country because it was founded on 
that word ‘‘Freedom”—freedom to live as we choose, as we like, freedom of thought, 
freedom to worship God according to our own conscience. They came over here 
and founded the Colony. Some of them left and went down to Connecticut and 
founded a Colony there. The population increased until at the breaking out of 
the Civil War there were some thirty millions of souls in the United States— 
then—not colonies. After the war those boys, some of them, came home and 
stayed there, others went West, South, and took up their work and in every way 
justified the great cause for which we fought in preserving the Union. 

Since then we have had two wars. One of them was short but sharp, and our 
boys brought back the old Flag in greater glory than ever before. In 1917 came 
the great World War. Our boys went over there and they saved the world—not 
the United States but they saved the world—for democracy, the right of free 
thought and free speech. Today, we are one of the greatest nations on earth, and 
we are at peace now, and God grant that we will continue to be at peace. I suppose, 
really, in 1917 President Wilson was obliged to declare war on Germany for the 
acts that it had done and to save our country from the desperate crisis. They 
fought the same as the Boys of ‘61 had fought, and they carried Old Glory to the 
front. They said there were no better soldiers in the world than the soldiers of the 
United States. 

They talk now about another war but we don’t want to try it again. It takes 
the flower of our country to carry on a war, the very best that we have, boys who 
are strong and active, some of them leaving business positions to enter the service, 
and they do not come back. And so I hope and trust that everyone will do all 
that he can to prevent war. 

Of course we can’t do much but we can give our thoughts, our ideas and preach- 
ing to the youth of the land. We old vets cannot do much but we do visit the 
schools, and we try to instill into youth the ideas of peace, the love of country, 
the love of home. ‘There is no place like home.” And so as time goes on we will 
see a great many changes. I know our country is growing better and stronger 
every day. We have a great and glorious country, and I am proud to be a part 
of it—now 120,000,000 souls. 

I did not have a long service during the war but I did all I could while I was 
out there. I always did whatever duty came to me. I know one time we left at 
3 o’clock in the morning, made our coffee, nibbled at hardtack, fell in and started 
out. During that day we captured one fort and another heavy breastwork, and 
our division of artillery, consisting of four batteries, had marched that day some 
30 miles, and we did not get into camp until about 10 o’clock at night. I well 
remember that day. My sergeant came to me and said, ‘“Son’—I was always 
called ‘‘Son” in the battery because I was just a kid—he said, “I’m sorry. You 
stood guard for 24 hours but we haven’t men we can detail to fill those fourteen 
posts, and I’ll have to call on you for another 24 hours.” 

“Very well, sir,” I said. 

He showed me where my post was. I was only a kid but I knew what to do. 
I was posted on the outskirts of the battery, and down just below it we could hear 
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the rebels talking and see their campfires. When the Officer-of-the-Day left me 
he told me where I was to patrol from one point to another, guarding the horses, 
some 400 of them, and look out for the enemy. The men on the other side of the 
horses said that I walked up my beat with shoulder arms, I got near the end of 
it and I stopped, stood stock-still. One of them spoke to me two or three times 
but he did not wake me. I got that far and I couldn’t go any farther. He said 
I stood there my two hours in one position. He heard the relief called for, came 
up, and he got through those horses some way—lI don’t know how because they 
were tied close together—and he tripped me and I fell on my face. So I got up 
and looked around me, and I saw a man scooting back to his place, and I was 
pacing my beat again when my relief came. 


So you see there is a time when a man is overcome by sleep—he can’t possibly 
avoid it, and had it not been for this comrade who came up, leaving his own post, 
which was contrary to the rules, tripping me up to save me from a sharp reprimand— 
of course I don’t need to tell you the penalty was death—I guess it would have 
gone pretty hard with me under the circumstances. 


Well, I am talking too long. We boys like to look back sometimes on those days 
we spent in the South, there in Virginia, and it seems almost unbelievable it will 
be three-quarters of a century since those days. I was down within ten feet of 
that brick building, the court house, where I saw General Grant and his staff come 
in from our side and General Lee come in with his staff on the other side. They 
went into the building and made out the parole of his officers and his men, and 
then out they marched through our lines, and I can almost hear the shouts of the 
men. It seems but a short time ago. 

Well, I thank you for the privilege of taking your time, and I hope we will all 
be here next year. [Applause.] 


Mr. James P. Skehan: How many schools did you attend last year? 

Comrade Bronson: Seventeen. [Applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: We have with us here today one of our dearest sons 
from Canton, one on whom we can always rely, and I will ask Brother Skehan 
to say a few words to you. 

Mr. Skehan: Commander, I am no talker, as you know. I am just here for one 
purpose, to do all I can for you men in blue. I don’t believe there is anyone here 
that doesn’t know me, and I don’t believe there is a comrade here but that can 
stand on his feet and thank the Lord for being a comrade and a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. I had two boys in the World War. One was fortunate 
enough not to go across, and the other one was across three years, was wounded, 
and he is now up at Bedford and has been there seven years. I think I am a patri- 
otic citizen, born in Massachusetts, always lived in Massachusetts, and my family 
are just as faithful as Iam. I thank you, Commander. [Applause.| 

Comrade Gay: Commander, I propose three cheers and a tiger for Mayor Tobin 
before he leaves. [Cheers.]| 

Commander, I don’t want to see this crowd leave here until I tell youa story. It 
is only a short one. There was an old Mississippi steamer that was traveling up 
and down the Mississippi between two ports, one being Vicksburg and the other 
New Orleans. Well, they started out from Vicksburg and they got half way down 
the river and there came on a very, very severe fog, and the captain of the boat 
thought, in order to preserve the steamer and the lives of those aboard, the proper 
thing to do was to heave to. So he hove to, and there was a young lady aboard, 
dressed in the height of fashion and bedecked with the glory of all the jewelry she 
possessed, and she came up to him and said, “Captain, why this delay?” 

“Why,” he said, ‘‘my dear woman, I don’t dare proceed. The fog is so intense 
I am afraid of striking bars and hove to.” 

She said, ‘Dear Captain, what are bars to you. Look above. The heavens are 
full of stars.” 

“Well,” he said, ‘“my dear woman, we are not traveling that way at the present 
time.” [Laughter and applause.] 

Acting Commander Miles: Comrades and friends, I would like to tell you a 
little story. In ’61, when Abraham Lincoln as President called for 300,000 men, 
that little town I was in within three days had 56 men signed and enrolled for 
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three months. One of our Southern sympathizers, whose name was John Whitcomb, 
kept a country store. He said, “I hope that every one of these men will be shot 
down inside of a week.’”’ That made the boys so almighty mad that they loaded 
up the old canon with stones, planted it in front of his store and blew a hole clean 
through it. Old Judge Allen, who was as good a Democrat as there was in this 
world, said, “Boys, I don’t approve of your methods but if John makes you any 
trouble I’ll defend you without any expense.”’ He was as good a Democrat as there 
ever was in this world but he was a Union man first. I thank you. [Applause.| 

I will call upon our Secretary to say a word in conclusion. 

Secretary Phinney: Commander, honored guests, comrades, and friends, I as a 
rule am the last one before the Convention closes to speak, and to you, dear Com- 
mander Miles, I pledge my loyalty and my sincerity in all my work for you in the 
coming year, and I will give to you the very best I have to give. I want to say to 
you comrades that many, many times during the year when IJ have had some 
problem that was hard to solve, I always go to my good friend, Comrade Flynn, 
and he sets me right, and I want you here to know how much I appreciate the 
kindness shown to me by the comrades of the Grand Army. . 

Comrade Gay: Commander, let me add one word to that, that our Secretary, 
Mrs. Phinney, is a woman that knows everything concerning the workings of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and she has been thoroughly loyal to this organization. 
If there is any woman in the world that deserves our love it is she, and I hope she 
gets an abundance of it.

Memorial Day. 


May 30, Memorial Day, is near at hand. The day which above all others 
recalls sacred memories and yet which inspires sacred hopes; the day dear to the 
heart of every Veteran, and honored and revered by every true and loyal American 
citizen. 


Seventy years ago the beautiful custom of strewing flowers and placing flags 
on the last resting places of our comrades was first publicly observed, and each 
year we unite to honor the memory of our brave and beloved, by recalling a 
herosim and patriotism that is immortal, to encourage by our soldierly tenderness 
and the love which we bear our Comrades who have joined the Grand Army above. 
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It is a day when a grateful people of a redeemed Nation pays honor to the memory 
of its soldier and sailor dead who gave up their lives that the Nation might still 
exist. 

Let the rising generation learn to love our country and its flag, learn that educa- 
tion and patriotism go hand in hand, that we are one Nation, and that our motto 
is ‘One Country, One Language, and One Flag,’’ which on this Memorial Day 
waves over every Union soldier and sailor. 


Let every Post make suitable arrangements for the proper observance of this 
“Holy Day.” 

Sunday, May 22, is hereby designated as Memorial Sunday. Posts should 
arrange to attend church on that day and invite our allied organizations and also 
our Comrades of the Spanish and World Wars to accompany them.
